Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner pointed out that claims such as 6 and 30 that require a 
ligand having a planar square geometry may be uncertain as to structure required. Also pointed out that claims such 
as 6, 30 and 37-40 that do not require a material having a catalytic surface having immobilized on its surface a 
catalytic agent that is a metal ion ligand complex may not be supported in the specification. Examiner suggested 
amendments to claims 9, 13, 19 and 34 that would make these claims allowable. Examiner questioned support in 
specification for a composition as required by claims 37-39. While not discussed at interview, claims 37-39 may be 
restrictable from other claims. Claims that require a planar square geometry may also be restrictable.
